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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

The drawings were received on March 2, 2005. These drawings are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hwang in view of 
Kita. Hwang teaches reading glasses comprising a first and second lens (Figure 1, element 3) 
providing single vision magnification including a cutting line (Figure 1) and further providing 
naked eye viewing above the cutting line and single vision magnification viewing below the 
cutting line as claimed in independent claim 1, but fails to teach an optical center within 2 mm 
above or below the cutting line. Kita teaches a spectacle lens having an optical center that is 
offset from the geometrical center (Figure 1, element b) and positioned within 2 mm above or 
below the central line as claimed in independent claim 1 . Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the well-known offset 
optical center lenses of Kita in the reading glasses of Hwang to reduce eye fatigue of the 
eyeglass wearer. 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. The Applicant has argued the merits and benefits of the use of 
the claimed invention, but has failed to specifically point out the patentably distinguishing 
features of the claimed [emphasis added] invention.
